Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1,8, 10 and 15 are allowable subject matter because the combination features of 
listing a wrapper associated with each package and each package's associated events, the 
wrapper surrounding all the cells in the programming grid that are associated with the events for 
each package; the electronic programming guide having a first mode in which inputs to a 
navigator scroll from one wrapper to another wrapper of different packages of programming, and 
a second mode navigating from a cell associated with an event in a package to another cell 
associated with another event within the same package; When recognizing the non-contiguous 
events then switching to second mode while in the first mode make the claims allowable over the 
prior art of records. 

Claims 2-7 dependent on Claim 1 , Claim 9 dependent on Claim 8, Claims 11-14 
dependent on Claim 10 and 16-20 dependent on Claims 15 are also allowable.
